I have the honor to submit the Australasian Statisties for the year 1881. 


2. On the 6th September, I forwarded two tables containing the principal 
items of these statistics for publication in the Government Gazette. At that time the 
usual return from New South Wales had not reached me, and therefore I could only 
give partial particulars respecting that colony, which I obtained from such official 
documents as I was able to obtain access to. The regular return giving complete 
information has this day been received from New South Wales, and its contents are 
combined with the information received from the other colonies in the following 
tables. 

3. It cannot be too often pointed out, or too strongly urged, that the infor- 
mation embodied in the Australasian Statistics would be of much greater value if 
published earlier. I have repeatedly complained of the late period at which some of the 
colonies forwarded the necessary returns, delay in the publication being thereby 
occasioned, which it would seem could be avoided, as it is not likely any more difficulty 
exists in compiling the information elsewhere than there does in Victoria, where it is 
always ready about the beginning of July. In justice to those colonies which forward 
the information in good time, I think it only right to publish a statement, as I have 
done in other years, of the date at which each return was received, so that the 
public may be able to judge of the direction in which the delay has occurred. The 
following are the dates in question :—

4. For the three years ended with 1880, I was able to append to the 
Australasian Statistics a table giving statistical information relating to Fiji, but such 
a return does not appear on the present occasion, as no response has been received to 
an invitation to furnish the necessary particulars which was sent to that colony by the 


Government of Victoria. 

5. The present being the ninth issue of the Australasian Statistics, the folding 
sheet at the commencement now contains a summary of the items for each year from 
1873 to 1881. 

6. The figures contained in the accompanying tables will be extensively used 
in the compilation of the next Victorian Year-Book, where they will be freely quoted 


and commented upon.
